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DETAILED ACTION 

Priority 

The instant application is a (371) U.S. National stage entry of PCT/JP04/09283 filed 
6/24/04, which claims foreign priority to JP 2003-179587 filed 6/24/03 and JP 2004-097983 filed 
3/30/04. 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions, which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a 

single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group 1, claim(s) 1-6, 9, 11-12, drawn to a near field exposure method that includes 
projecting light from a second surface side of a light blocking 
member, which has plural mutually adjoining openings, to a first 
surface side of the light blocking member placed at an exposure 
object, so that interference between adjacent openings causes 
exposure by decreased light intensity {claims 1-3, classified in 
class 430, subclass 311); and device manufacturing methods that 
further include subsequent processing of the exposed object 
{claims 4-5, 11-12, classified in class 430, subclass 313); as well as 
an exposure mask that includes a light blocking member, which 
has plural mutually adjoining openings, wherein light is projected 
from a second surface side of a light blocking object to a first 
surface side of the light blocking member placed at an exposure 
object for the near field light exposure method {claim 6, classified 
in class 430, subclass 5); and a near field exposure apparatus that 
includes such an exposure mask {claim 9, classified in class 355, 
subclass 18). 
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Group 2, claim(s) 7-8, 10, drawn to an exposure mask that includes a light blocking 

member, which has plural mutually adjoining openings, wherein a 
spacing between adjacent openings is not greater than a 
wavelength of near field exposure light and an end portion of 
each opening has a structure (such as a curved surface shape) 
to reduce scattering (claims 7-8, classified in class 430, subclass 
5); and a near field exposure apparatus having such an exposure 
mask along with light irradiation means (claim 10, classified in 
class 355, subclass 18). 

The inventions listed above as Groups 1-2 do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features (STF) for at least the following reasons: the special 
technical features (STF) in Group 1 are different from those in Group 2, as indicated above. 

Restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper because all these inventions 

listed in this action are independent or distinct for the reasons given above and there would be a 

serious search and examination burden if restriction were not required, because one or more of 

the following reasons apply: 

(a) the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their different 
classification; 

(b) the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art due to their recognized 
divergent subject matter; 

(c) the inventions require a different field of search (for example, searching different 
classes/subclasses or electronic resources, or employing different search queries);
